Foster Blodgett’s securities seek to escape 
the payment of his forfcited bond by plead- 
ing Lis parden by ex-acting Governor Con- 
ley. Blodgett was indicted for larceny after 
trust. He was bailed to appear for trial, He 
did not appear, the bond was forfeited, and 
his sureties must answer in the sum of $25,- 
000 to the State. 

Conley pardoned him on the ground that 
he was an innocent man, and could not get a 
fair trial. | 

Judge Hopkins very properly and unan- 
swerab!y decided that an innocent man can- 
not be pardoned... There is nothing to par- 
don. Had Blodgett have confessed his guilt, 
the pardon might have relieved him. Judge 
Hopkins quotes lets of authorities, text law, 
fundamental principles, criminal reports, 
United States and Georgia decisions, te forti- 
fyShis position, and he makes it as strong as 
undeniable legal authority can make it. 

The opinion is a clear and able one. J udge 
Hopkins is clearly right. Our constitution 
is grossly wrong in giving the Executive any 
power of pardon before conviction. It should 
be changed. It should be against the policy 
of the law to allow any interposition of pow- 
er to prevent the trial of accused criminals, 

But this case does not Gome undef the 
Constitution. There must be guilt for any- 
thing to be pardoned: Au innocent man 
has done nothing to be pardoned. Blodgett 
asserts his innocence, and hence the pardon | Departmen 
does not apply.
